In the time of Henay VIIL., there were no 
mills nor large woolen manufactories: Cloth 
was home spun for home use in the farmers’ 
houses.. Webs were sold in the markets by 
the farmer-weavers, as they are in Ireland at 
present. Finer qualities of cloth were woven 
in the cities, but the tailor was the | 
who bouglit the wool and délivered it to the 
weaver in small quanties, to be made into 
pieces of cloth to suit the customers. By the 
protection afforded to the old trades guilds, 
the towns weavers were able to override the 
unprotected country weavers, who were beat- 
en out of the market, and contented them- 
selves with leave to make cloth for domestie 
use. 

Laws were enacted to limit the number of 
looms and apprentices in villages and through- 
gut the country districts. A weaver was 
heavily fined if he kept a tucking mill, and a 
tucker was likewise prohibited from keeping 
a loom. It. was enacted that .every. broad- 
cloath weaver must serve an apprenticeship 
of seven. years. This'law was intended to 
crush out the cduntry hands who served only 
three or fur years. . ~ 

We need not detail at length the statutes 
made to protect the woolen trade of cities 
against the cheap labor of hamiets.. . Without 
these protective Taws the townsmen would 
have been completely ruined, and the trade 
would have sunk to the production ofthe coars- 
est fabrics.

Kidnapping im New-York—But Which 
‘ is the Kidnapper ! ; 

A very curious case of kidnapping came to 
light yesterday. We téll the story as we 
understand it,.after free. conversation with 
parties deeply interested on each side. 

Faancts Hetuayous, a boy aged 15 years, 
was at school in the Institute at Claverack, 
village some ‘three miles back of Hudson, in 


‘this State. His father, a resident of Baracoa, 


Cuba, lies now in prison in Havana—arrested 
for the late matter of Baracos. Francis’ 
uncle resides in this City, and is a well: 
known member of the Cuban Junta On 
Thursday, 8. Odzisteva Cannopeti, a mes- 
senger from the father, with the Spanish Con- 
sul at this port, proceeded to Claverack, called 
at the Institute and asked the teacher to seé 
Francis. When the lad appeared, the Consul 
handed him a letter, which the lad immedi- 
ately recognized as in his father’s handwriting, 
signed by his father’s name and addressed to 
the Consal. At the Consul’s request, the lad 
read—translating—it aloud, in the presence 
of three teachers. It was substantially a re- 
quest to the Consal, from the father, to go 
with S. Carwosett, get the lad, and have him 
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no political issue at stake, such extreme care 
was taken ‘to settle these “points. “As the 
| Uncle,—the acting guardian who had placed 
the boy at school, who clothed and fed. him, 
and was responsible for his bills,—had seen 
none of these documents, of course he catinot 
pd eet dupes liam 
tying off his ward. ‘As to the boy’s wishes— 


we do not know ; but in prison he yet re- 
tains, perhaps as much for security from 
assassination by his betrayed comrades as 
anything else. There leaks out the fact that, 
when the boy should come home, the whole 
family would leave Cuba for Spain. And 
from this a two-fold guess may be hazarded, 
either that the father, with natural affection, 
desired to have his family united in their ex- 
ile, and especially that his son should not re- 
main with one who would teach him to re- 
gard his father asa base traitor, or that the 
Government appreciated the necessity of 
having. at hand a hostage in the person of thé 
beloved nephew for the good behavior of the 
rebel uncle in New-York. In this last view 
it is not difficult to account for the photograph 
and the repeated assurance by mother and 
father to son, and friend and Consul, of the 
necessity ofthe removal. Nor is it in this 
view hard to see why the Consul should feel 
called upon to teke the steps he did in the 
matter. But whatever the motive; the affair 
is'a curious one.
